This unique program gives the Department the opportunity to leverage the 
specialized expertise of our colleagues in the academic community by offering a 
one-year, fully- funded fellowship position in the Arms Control, Verification and 
Compliance Bureau, the International Security and Nonproliferation Bureau, or the 
Political-Military Affairs Bureau. 

The Foster Fellows Program was established by Congress in 1983, and over 60 
scholars have served since the Program's inception. Specialists in the physical 
sciences and other disciplines are afforded an opportunity for active participation 
in the anus control, nonproliferation, and disarmament activities of the Department 
of State. This year, we are recruiting positions in the disciplines of 
aero/astronautics, biology, chemical engineering, chemistry, electrical engineering, 
industrial engineering, mathematics, mechanical engineering, or physics. 

The Foster Fellows Program is designed to bring fresh ideas from academia into 
government while providing Fellows with an opportunity to experience and 
contribute to the policymaking process firsthand. Fellows will work closely with 
their offices' leadership on a variety of assignments, including a special project to 
be proposed and initiated by the Fellow. The Program will also include training 
sessions at the Foreign Service Institute, luncheons and networking events with 
other Fellows, and opportunities to meet and speak with leaders in our three 
Bureaus and throughout the Department.
